HEN lIowa’s Mid-Century State 
Fair opens its gates on Friday, 


August 25, it will mark the start 
of a top-notch eight days of fun and give 
you a chance to see thousands of new 
ideas in farming and homemaking, plus 
barns full of some of the nation’s finest 
livestock. 

Secretary L. B. Cunningham and other 
State Fair officials expect half a million 
visitors to pour thru the gates this year.

The National Shetland 
Pony Congress also will be a part of the 
Iowa Fair this year. 

Many special contests thruout State 
Fair week will offer lots of fun for both 
contestants and spectators.

test. The state’s champion GI farm family 
will be chosen, and an outstanding farm

Many*friends make it a point to 
hold their once-a-year visits at the Fair. 
And this year, four or five hundred for- 
mer Iowans now living in California will 
return by special train to see the State 
Fair and visit their old neighborhoods. 

Admission to the Mid-Century State 
Fair remains the same as in 1949, Outside 
gate tickets still will cost 50 cents. Grand- 
stand prices range from 75 cents to $1.50.

How Much HAT are you going 
. to do with your 
Will Hog hogs? Crowd them for 


an early market and sell 
light? Or hold back, put 
on more weight, and gamble on a strong 
market this winter? 

Up to the time of the Korean trouble, 
most farmers were going to sell light as 
quick as they could. Now some aren’t so 
sure. It may help to review last year’s 
market. Average price for butchers at 
Chicago was $19.60 on August 5 and 
$20.20 on September 17. Then the price 
fell to $17.90 on October 5, to $16 on No- 
vember 10, and $15.10 on November 18. 

This year we have three per cent more 
spring pigs going to market than last 
year. If we feed pigs heavier, total pound- 
age may be five or six per cent above last 
year. 

Will employment and payrolls this fall 
and winter be 3 to 6 per cent above 1949? 

Last year, November and December 
were the weak months. This year, if 
many farmers hold back and feed heavy, 
the peak of marketing and the bottom of 
prices may be pushed farther along. 

A lot will turn on the corn crop, of 
course. Soft corn could upset the mar- 
keting schedule. 

Beef prospects are important, 
Right now there are 34 per cent more 
cattle feed in the corn belt than a 
year ago. 

We are sure of increased war expendi- 
tures—all the way from 10 to 20 billions 
in the next year. But how soon will these 
appropriations be turned into payrolls? 
How soon will they affect meat buying? 

That the tough question for hog

Most people would agree that 
hog prices this year—in spite of increased 
numbers and more beef—are likely to run 


ahead of last winter’s prices. But how 
far ahead? 

If there is another $3 drop from early 
October to mid-November, will farmers 
make more by selling light and early or 
by putting on more weight and selling 
late? 

There is a risk now that some folks 
may overestimate the effect of wartime 
inflation on the hog market this winter 
and may gamble too heavily on selling 
nogs fat and late. 

Except in a period of price controls, the 
man who gets well-finished hogs to mar- 
ket before the end of October usually has 
an advantage over the man who sells in 
November, December or January. 

That’s the way it looks this year too.

Three of the seven years—1924, 1935, 1945—were bad 
soft-corn years. Hot August weather sometimes has prevented soft corn—as in 1947.-A lot 
Chart above shows kind of August weather we've had in the seven 
late-corn years.

In 1910, the corn crop was on the ropes 
in mid-July from cool, dry weather. 

The year 1910 as a whole was the driest 
year of record. Total rainfall for the 12 
months was 19.89 inches, compared with 
a normal of about 31.52 inches. May was 
so dry that farmers couldn’t get corn into 
moist dirt. Some corn was replanted three 
times in the attempt. 

As a result, farmers were plowing corn 
the second time on July 4. But warm 
weather, beginning about the middle of 
July, and August rains, made a good crop 
of corn in 1910. The lowa average yield 
was 41.5 bushels, which was good for the 
pre-hybrid days. 


In seven years of the last 30, corn 
was definitely behind schedule on 
August 1. These years were 1924, 
1926, 1927, 1929, 1935, 1945 and 1947. 
In these years, corn did not reach the 
75 per cent tasseled stage until Au- 
gust 1 or after. 
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But Good August Weather Has Saved 
More Than Half Of Late Corn Crops

HAT can August do to the corn 
crop?

The 1950 corn crop has been a week to 
10 days behind its normal growing sched- 
ule for most of the season. Cool weather 
thru May, June and July was the cause. 

At several periods, the 1950 crop has 
been slightly yellow as well as small. This 
was a shortage of nitrogen. Cool weather 
checks the production of nitrogen in the 
soil from natural processes.

The most recent corn season somewhat 
similar to the 1950 season was 1947. Less 
than 1 per cent of the corn was laid by in 
the first days of July that year. 
might examine the 1947 corn weather 
and see what August did to the crop. 

_The early summer of 1947 was wet and 
cold. June was the wettest of record, with 
an lowa average of 10.39 inches of rain- 
fall. Both June and July were cool. 

As a result, corn was behind on August 
1. Corn in northern lowa was still small 
enough to be cultivated. No tassels were 
in sight. Soft corn seemed sure. 

Then came the hottest August on rec- 
ord. The average mean 
lowa was 80.6 degrees. 

August of 1947 was the driest 
August of record except one. Rainfall 
was 1.49 inches, compared with a normal

despite a June so wet that water was 
seeping from the ground everywhere. 
It’s a question, however, as to what 


kind of August would have done the most 
damage to the corn in 1947—the hot, dry 
August we got, or a cool, wet August. 

Ears would have been bigger with a 
cool August. But they would have been 
soft and watery. 

August of 1947 turned a prospective 
soft-corn crop into a short crop of pretty 
good quality corn. Hot and dry did it. 
Hot with normal moisture might have 
made both quantity and quality good. 

Old-timers will remember the August 
effect on the corn crop of another year. 


But only four of the seven late corn 
crops had more than 25 per cent of im- 
mature corn. Good August and late fall 
weather made the other crops mature in 
pretty fair shape. 

How far behind is your corn now? On 
July 22, only 8 per cent of the corn in 
Iowa was in tassel. A year ago, on July 
23, 80 per cent was tasseled. 

This year, southwestern lowa was far- 
thest along of any section. But even here, 
only 25 per cent of the corn was tasseled. 

From the start of the corn planting sea- 
son until July 22, there were eight weeks 
with temperatures below normal and only 
two above normal. That’s what slowed up 
the corn. 

August can make a big improvement in 
corn condition, as records of 1926, 1927, 
1929 and 1947 show. So if your corn crop 
is behind schedule in the first week of 
August, you can figure it this Way: 


A hot, dry August will get the corn 
into tassel and silk much_more quick- 
ly. Danger of soft corn will be re- 
duced, altho the yield may also be 
reduced some at the same time. 


If August is cool, whether wet or dry, 
look for immature corn. In that case, 
think about temporary silos, corn driers 
and narrow cribs with ventilators. 

The ideal weather for August when 
corn is behind schedule is normal rainfall 
and vety hot. That kind of August, along 
with a good September, could still make 
a bumper crop.

Where’ll We Put It? 


More Old Corn Than Ever Before 
Plus A Big---We Hope---1950 Crop 


OW are your corn cribs and bins? 
H Full to the top? So are lots of 
others. 

This year there’s more corn on hand 
than ever before in U. - history. Farm- 
ers have most of it—1,255 million bush- 
els on July 1. The Soecueomice Credit 
Corporation has a lot—303 million, There 
is more in commercial stocks. 

In addition, a big new crop is coming 
up. The PMA asked for an acreage cut 
to bring the crop down to 2,600 million 
bushels. Instead, the crop may run over 
three billion bushels. 

Good weather may push that figure up; 
bad weather may shrink it. Still, it’s a 
lot of corn either way. 

What do we do with it? 

In the eastern corn belt, some of this 
old corn has been moving out of loan. 
Feeders are contracting for some of it. 


But, by November, the farms and 
elevators of the country will have to 
find room for 180 million more bush- 
els of old corn than last year. 


Where will they find it? 

Come back to your own farm. Suppose 
you've resealed some 1948 corn. What 
will you do with it? There are three 
choices: 

1. Close out the loan and sell the corn. 
A cash price of $1.47 will let you out 
even. 

2. Reseal any time from August 1 to 
October 1. You'll get your 10 cents a 
bushel storage allowance for the last year 
whenever you reseal. If you hold until 
July 31, 1951, you’ll get another dime. 

3. Deliver the corn to CCC in satisfac- 
tion of the loan. 

In Iowa, there are 65 million bushels 
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of 1948 corn sealed on farms. How much 
of this will be delivered to CCC? 

That’s what the government folks 
would like to know. Some has been de- 
livered already. These were distress cases 
where a farmer had to get the shelled 
corn out of his oat bins to make room for 
new-crop oats, 

It is possible that 50 million bushels of 
this 1948 corn will be turned over to CCC. 
Can they handle it? 

Yes. Right now, CCC has about 50 
million bushels of space available in 
lowa. That would take the deliveries of 
1948 corn. 

What about 1949 corn? Here, again, a 
farmer has several choices: 

1. Close out the loan and sell the corn. 
But the corn price will have to rise to 
$1.37 to let you break even. 

2. Reseal any time from August 1 to 
October 1. You'll get a resealing allow- 
ance of 10 cents a bushel if you hold until 
July 31, 1951. 

3. Deliver the corn to CCC. 


Iowa farmers have 112 million 
bushels of 1949 corn under loan or 
purchase agreement. A lot of this— 
maybe 70 million -bushels—may be 
delivered. 


What will CCC do with this? That much 
space—not now available—will: have to 
be built or leased by CCC before next corn 
harvest. 

CCC is in better shape than last year. 
It has, in lowa, twice as much empty stor- 
age space available as a year ago. But 
it will take a lot of time and work to 
put up space to handle 70 million more 
bushels. 

That’s why some farmers won't get

their loan corn delivered much before 
they start husking this fall. 

CCC is going to have to build, rent or 
buy a lot of bins. What about farmers? 

Do they need more cribs and more bins? 

That depends. In some areas, the crop 
looks so good that. even if farmers deliver 
every bit of loan corn, they’ll still need 
extra crib space. 

In some areas, farmers—by delivering 
all loan corn—will have enough room for 
almost all the new crop. 

Last month, most farmers wanted to 
deliver their corn. Today, they aren’t so 
sure. 

Two things hold them back: Fear of 
soft corn and fear of war-time inflation. 

If there is going to be soft corn, many 
farmers would like to hold on to the good 
corn they now have. 

If an inflationary boom is going to carry 
corn prices higher, farmers want to cash 
in on their loan corn at a profit. 

That’s why most farmers will do a lot 
of figuring in the next month or two. 


Resealing has its advantages. It 
permits you to hold the corn and pay 
off the loan if the price advances or if. 
you need the corn for feed. And if you 
don’t pay off, you'll get the 10 cents a 
bushel storage allowance. 


Farmers who expect a war boom to take 
hold are likely to shell the 1949 corn and 
reseal. And to buy bins and substitute 
better cribs for some of the makeshift 
cribs they now have. 

If lowa farmers don’t deliver the 120 
million bushels to CCC that CCC now 
expects, then that much additional space 
will have to be provided back on the 
farms. 

Either way, there will be a lot of new 
cribs and bins scattered around Iowa this 
fall. And the war scare may put many 
of them on Iowa farms. 
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New co-op elevator at Palm Grove, Webster 
county, Iowa, is 133 feet high and holds 
100,000 bushels. Supplements old 10,000-bushel 
elevator built in 1909. Many new elevators have 
been built in Iowa to meet storage demand.

Perhaps John R. Myers, 
Iowa county, Iowa, should 
have credit for this story.

FERGUSON TRACTOR 
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— farm fences come in 
two styles: Those stock go 
over, and those stock go thru. 
Either kind is a pain in the neck. 
And inexcusable. 

With new fence-building knowl- 
edge and materials, it’s not hard to 
build a first-class fence. How? 
With horses out of the picture, 
a fence four feet high is generally 
satisfactory. With that height, vou 
don’t need to worry about stock 


going over the top wire. 

But fence creeping still is too 
common. Especially when your 
cornfield is next to your neighbor's 
pasture—and you planted right up 
to the fence. 

Creeping, of course, can be 
stopped with a really tight fence— 
he kind a hunter can’t get thru. 
Woven wire part way up. Then 


losely spaced, tight barbs above. 


But that may be fancier than 
you need. So let’s consider 
first-the ordinary cattle fence. 


Cattle usually are very teachable 
about fences. But you can trust 
‘em too far. Especially if your bull 
happens to be running next to a 
neighbor’s purebred cows. 

It’s taken for granted that a cow 
will get her head thru the ordi- 
nary three-wire fence. But let 
ier gét her shoulders thru too— 
ind every farm boy knows the 
rest of the story 

Four wires will allow 
spacing. Such a fence will keep 
cows out of the cornfield pretty 
well. But it may let the neighbor’s 
sheep under the bottom wire. 
Tightness helps. But what holds 
a fence tight? Main thing, of 
course, is the corner. 

The experts have found out 
some things about fence ends late- 
ly. For example, did you know 
that an end post set four feet deep 
will stand almost twice as much 
pull as one just three feet deep? 
Lifting out of the ground is a 


closer 
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icommon fault of end posts. A 


sloping brace encourages this. So 
does a level brace, if it’s set very

low. If you want to make sure the 
post stays down, notch in a couple 
of 2x4 lugs, 8 or 10 inches long. 
Put one six inches from the post 
bottom and the other a foot below 
ground level on the opposite side. 

Another way to get a really solid 
corner is to use three posts and 
two braces. For a long span, it’s 
worth the trouble. 

How tight should you stretch a 
fence? You've noticed, in woven 
wire, the little sidewise kinks in 
the line wires. They’re called ten- 
sion surves, and act like springs. 

Stretch woven wire, manufac- 
turers say, only tight enough to 
reduce the kinks about half. If 
you stretch it too much, the wire 
loses its spring effect. 

Don’t forget that livestock isn’t 
the only thing that stretches wire, 
With barbed wire especially— 
without those kinks—temperature 
changes have a big effect. Cold 
contracts the wire, heat lengthens 
it again. A‘half-mile can shorten 
10 inches with a 50-degree drop in 
temperature. 


If that happens, and ends 
hold tight, you'll have a 
stretched wire. And when 
weather warms up = again, 
there'll be slack, 


Prof. Henry Giese of lowa State 
College has suggested using ten- 
sion springs at intervals in barbed 
wire to allow for the give. Maybe 
that will be a new feature of fence 
in the future. 

What kind of line posts? Alter- 
nating steel and wood is quite 
popular. Steel will ground light- 
ning, and it sets faster. But wood 
stands a little more pressure. Your 
answer will depend on your root- 
and-rock problem too. 

Standard distance for line posts 
is a rod apart. If set closer, you 
won't need to stretch the fence 
quite so tight. 

If you decide on wood posts, by 
all means buy treated ones. Posts 
pressure-treated with creosote or 
“penta” will resist rot for years.

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Reports of further hog chol- 
era “breaks” in eastern Iowa 
sent Field Editor Wally Inman 
on a reporting trip thru the 
affected area and into inter- 
views with state and federal 
experts. Here’s his report on 
the situation. 


UST as in 1949, scattered cases 
of cholera “breaks” are being 
reported following the use of 
serum-and-virus immunization on 
pigs. The breaks, where they oc- 
cur, seem to come within three 
weeks of the vaccination. 
Sometimes a few, sometimes 
nearly all the animals in a treated 
herd get sick; pigs get a violent 
diarrhea; sometimes a few, some- 
times many die. 

Naturally these breaks are se- 
rious to the individual farmer. No 
one likes the loss of part of his 
hog crop. A series of breaks in 
one area can be damaging to the 
community. 

But if you base the losses suf- 
fered from these “breaks” on the 
whole Iowa hog population, they 
do not look so serious. The total 
is very small. So small that serum- 
and-virus treatment is still strong- 
ly recommended. : 
One other factor enters the pic- 
ture. Your local veterinarian will 
tell you this. Every farmer knows 
it anyway. Once a story about a 
“break” after cholera vaccination 
spreads thru a community, all fur- 
ther hog losses get credited to 
cholera “breaks.” Sometimes pigs 
die from other causes. 


It is unsafe to make a gen- 
eral statement about the 
course of the disease, or what- 
ever it is that causes these 
breaks. Here are some of the 
things that happen some of the 
time: 

Often the breaks are worse in 
wormy herds, poorly managed 
herds or herds exposed to all kinds 
of hog-lot intestinal infections. 
Often it seems as tho extra-heavy 
serum dosages hold down the 
breaks; sometimes treatment with 
some of the new drugs in the sulfa 
family helps. Sometimes it helps 





to give a course of treatment prior

to vaccination, with a product de- 
signed to protect against intes- 
tinal infections. 

None of these things is a hard 
and fast rule. Sometimes just the 
opposite has been true. 

A number-of farmers have been 
advised to use tissue vaccines or 
crystal violet in preference to 
serum and virus. The farmer and 
his local veterinarian must decide 
this after all facts relating to 
known infection in the herd and 
in other herds in the community 
aré considered. 

The reservoir of hog cholera in- 
fection in Iowa is so great that 
every owner of hogs must take 
measures toward immunizing 
against this disease. It is a type 
of insurance he should not neglect. 

It is worth repeating that 
the type of immunization de- 
pends on so many factors that 
this must be a decision be- 
tween you and your veteri- 
nary. 

Top men from the USDA’s bu- 
reau of animal industry have hur- 
ried to Iowa from Washington to 
study the situation. 

The BAI’s investigations will 
take some time. Specimens se- 
cured at the time of post-mortems 
are being forwarded to the BAI 
laboratory at Beltsville, Maryland. 
All known tests will be made. 

Before it is possible to get hard- 
and-fast answers or develop reme- 
dies, the thing may turn into a re- 
search problem of major size. In 
that case, considerable time would 
be required before -the cause of 
these losses is discovered. 

There’s much similarity between 
losses experienced this year fol- 
lowing vaccination and those of 
last season. 

Such losses have not followed 
the use of any one firm’s product, 
says the bureau of animal indus- 
try. 

This is, Of itself, evidence that a 
difficult problem faces the BAI. 

All products used in immuniza- 
tion against cholera have been sub- 
jected to all tests required by the 
federal government. Still there 
are occasional “breaks.” 

No veterinarian who has fought 
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serum and virus. They know how 
potent cholera could be if there 


were too many untreated hogs in 


lowa. 

Most of the veterinarians talk 
like this? “It is still best to immu- 

ize. We'll use serum and virus 
with a 50 per cent increase in the 
normal shot of serum. Then we'll 
hope you don’t get a ‘break.’ If 
the pigs are wormy or run-down, 
cet them in shape before we vac- 
cinate.” 

Some, for special cases, suggest 
crystal violet or tissue vaccines.

Don’t Cut Corners 
On Painting 


High-Quality Materials Last Longer 
And Are Worth The Extra First Cost 


ye don’t let machinery go un- 
greased while it howls and 
squeals. Because you know grease 
is cheaper than repair parts. 

Exactly the same thing is true 
of unpainted buildings—except 
weathered, rotting wood doesn’t 
squeal. But, slowly and silently, 
it does go to pieces. Checking, 
rotting and warping cuts the life 
of your buildings. 

The Missouri. agricultural ex- 
periment station has proof of this. 
Folks there took a look at 273 
buildings, painted and unpainted. 
They concluded that if buildings 
are painted whenever they need 
it, more than 16 years are added 
to average life. 


Experiments show that good 
painting will earn you from 
three to four per cent interest 
on the money you invest. 
There’s another reason for 
painting too. 


Here’s the way C. H. Van Vlack, 
Iowa State College, puts it: “There 
are two main reasons for painting: 
One is the economic benefit by 
preserving buildings, increasing 
their value. The other is the way 
well-painted buildings bolster the 
pride of the farmer and his fam- 
ily It gives them that satisfac- 
tion of neatness and increases 
their interest in the farming op- 
erations.” 

A farmer who is going to do his 
own painting has several deci- 
sions to make. Should he buy a 
sprayer or use a brush? Should 
he buy ready-mixed paint or mix 
his own? How much should be 
pay for paint, when should he 
paint, how does he mix paint? 

A new paint sprayer will be ex- 
pensive if you are going to use it 
only on your own buildings, but 
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spraying does take only from one- 
third to one-fifth as much time as 
brush painting. And the cost of 
labor for brush painting amounts 
to two-thirds of the total cost of 
painting, according to Van Vlack. 
Sometimes the answer lies in 
owning a paint sprayer in part- 
nership with neighbors. In that 
case, Van Vlack recommmends that 
one or two men always do the 
spraying. You have to develop 
some skill before you can do a 
good job with a paint sprayer. 


A spray outfit will force the 
paint into cracks that would 
be hard to reach with a brush. 
A minimum of 40 pounds 
pressure—higher is better—is 
necessary for a good job. 


There also are a few things to 
remember about brushing paint 
on. Start out with a good brush, 
long-bristled 3% to 4-inch brush 
Get some smaller brushes for 
painting around windows. 

Good brushes, kept free of hard- 
ened paint and properly cared fot 
can be used until the bristles are 
worn to about one-half the orig- 
inal length. 

Leaving a brush resting on its 
bristles will warp them. This 
causes an uneven flow of. paint 
when the brush is used again. By 
washing it in painter’s naphtha, 
mineral spirits, kerosene or tur- 
pentine, all of the paint can be 
removed. 

Then the brush should be 
washed with soap and water and 
suspended on a wire run thru a 
hole drilled in the handle. 

In using the brush, painters sa) 
to carry from 6 to 12 brush-loads 
of paint to the wooden surface, 
covering an area 2 feet by 4 to © 
feet. After those loads have been 
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distributed in blotches, smooth 
them out and brush them in long, 
continuous strokes with the grain 
of the wood. 

It may be hard to believe, but a 
layer of paint the thickness of this 
sheet of paper is all there'll be to 
protect the wood from weathering. 

When so much is expected from 
30 little, it takes good paint. “The 
highest quality, well-proven paints 
are necessary for a long-lasting 
paint job,” Van Vlack says, 


Cheap paint can be disas- 
trous. It just doesn’t pay. Be- 
cause cheap paift usually is 
made from cheap ingredients 
or is adulterated with an ex- 
cess of thinner, sometimes 
even with water. 


The liquid in exterior wood 
paints should contain a high per- 
centage of linseed oil or carefully 
processed soybean oil. Remainder 
of the liquid should be made up of 
volatile thinner and drier. 

The most durable pigments are 
still white lead, zinc oxide or iron 
oxide. They give color and dura- 
bility to the paint. Good paint 
pigment should consist of a large 
percentage of those. Zinc oxide 
requires about twice as much lin- 
seed oil as white lead. 

For that new building you'll 
need three coats. Only two will 
be necessary for repainting other 
buildings. And for each coat Van 
Vlack recommends different mix- 
tures, if you mix your own paint. 

On new wood the priming coat 
should contain 2 parts turpentine. 
t parts linseed oil and 3 parts 
white lead—by weight. 

The second or body coat should 
be made up of 1 part turpentine, 
1 part oil and 2 parts white lead. 

In the finishing coat, no turpen- 
tine is used, but 1 part linseed oil 
should be mixed with 1 part lead. 

Paint mixtures for buildings to 
be repainted will be nearly the 
same as the mixtures for a new 
building. 

The first coat is mixed the same 
as the first coat for new wood, 
except that the amount of linseed 
oil should be cut in half. The fin- 
ishing coats for new wood and 
repainted wood are mixed in the 
same proportions. 


The formulas given so far 
are for white paint. For red 
paint, iron oxide is substituted 
for white lead. 


A good mixing paddle and a lib- 
eral portion of “elbow grease” are 
important for all paint mixtures. 

It’s also important to get an old 
building in shape before you paint 
it. And to paint at the right time 
—in dry weather that isn’t too hot. 

But scrape off the old rough or 
checked paint, even if it takes 
time. Replace worn or = split 
boards. After the first coat is on, 
putty the cracks, nail holes and 
windows. The first coat of paint 
helps keep the oil in the putty 
from going into the wood.

lf Your Tile 


Y TILE lines don’t get the 

water off the land as fast as 
they used to.” You can hear 
farmers say that almost every- 
where tile is used. 

Operators of tiled land find in- 
creasing numbers of round areas 
where the crops drown out com- 
pletely. Or they see damage to 
crops from soil being too wet too 
long. 

Overly wet soil often becomes 
puddled. Then, when the rains 
stop, the land cracks open and 
becomes as hard as a rock. Poorly 
drained soil gets hit by both wet 
and dry weather. 

What can you do about it? First 
you must find the cause of poor 
drainage. Here are the most like- 
ly causes: 

1. Tile lines are partly or whol- 
ly stopped up. This can happen 
in a variety of ways to tile lines 
that have been in the ground 
many years. 

Shallow tile lines can be clogged 
by roots. Alfalfa roots have been 
known to do it where the alfalfa 
has been on the field for several 
vears. Willow trees near the tile 
lines can stop the flow whether 
the tile are deep or shallow. 

Sometimes a tile line is broken 
where roads have been built. Or 
clogged tile lines can result from 
gradual silting. 


The remedy is to find the tile 
line, dig up the tile and clean 
them out. Or lay a new line. 


Often the location of the old tile 
line is in the records at the coun- 
ty auditor’s office. Or you may be 
able to locate the tile when the 
ground first begins to dry out after 
a big rain. If the tile line is work- 
ing at all, the land will dry first 
right over the tile. Crops will be 
better there, too. 

After locating the tile line, then 
locate the clogged section. This 
can usually be done by digging 
down to the tile at suspected places 
and checking the flow, if any. 

Cleaning the tile line will make 
the water leave the potholes as 
fast as it ever did if there is no 
other cause of the trouble. 
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Won't Work... 


It May Be Roots And Silt; Or Too Much 
Grain Farming Has Tightened The Soil 


2. Poor outlets can make tile 
work _ slowly. Sometimes the 
water in the drainage ditch gets 
over the top of the tile. Then the 
movement of water is slowed 
down or stopped altogether at the 
lower end. 

The remedy for this is to clean 
the silt out of the ditch or deepen 
the ditch. It may call for tree re- 
moval, too. It is often an expen- 
sive operation, but a tile line can 
be little better than its outlet. 

But with open tile and good out- 
lets into a drainage ditch, farmers 
have complained that the water 
goes off the land much slower than 
it used to. That suggests another 
cause for poor drainage. 

3. The soil is much tighter than 
it used to be. This is caused by 
too much row-crop farming. Old 
soil runs together and gets hard. 
New soil is loose. Every farmer 
knows that. 


This makes the water move 
slowly down thru the soil to- 
ward the tile. The result is 
that ponds last longer after a 
rain than they once did. 


The long-time remedy is to farm 
better. Keep more grass in the ro- 
tation. Plow under more material 
to rot and add to the organic mat- 
ter in the soil. 

Unless this better farming reme- 
dy is followed, there is only one 
thing that can be done: Add to 
the capacity of your tile and 
ditches. 

This can be done by laying 
larger tile, and—most important— 
by laying the lateral lines closer 
together. But there is still one 
other remedy coming into use. 

Provide surface drainage to take 
care of big rains. If there is a pot- 
hole, make a shallow open ditch to 
allow surface movement of water 
to the outlet. 

If properly constructed, these 
surface drainage ditches can be 
farmed across, and they will not 
make open ditches in the land. 

If your land is in a soil conser- 
vation district, see your SCS tech- 
nicians for advice about these and 
other drainage problems.

OWA, traditionally, has been 

called a “corn-hog” state. And 
rightly so. Iowa farmers lead the 
nation in production of corn and 
hogs. But these two products 
aren’t the whole Iowa story. 

An outsider looking at lowa’s 
population and the distance from 
lowa farms to the nation’s chief 
fluid milk markets probably 
would guess that Iowa farmers 
could not or would not keep milk 
cows. He would probably say: 

“Farmers near big cities like 
New York, Chicago, Minneapolis 
nd Los Angeles have good milk 
narkets.

Dust Or Spray For 
Chiggers 


To the Editor: Our lawn is 
infested with chiggers. Is there 
anything that will kill them? 
—G. G., Shelby County, Iowa. 
Yes. Dr. Harold Gunderson, lowa

mends the following: 

“On small lawn areas, use one 
pound dusting sulfur per 100 
square feet. On larger lawns or 
picnic areas, dust with two pounds 
of actual chlordane per acre. Or 
spray with one ounce (four table- 
spoons) of 50 per cent chlordane 
emulsion per gallon of water per 
100 square feet.”

Damp Weather Helps Them, So Don’t 
Relax Your Chemical Control Measures 


N SOME ways this has been an 
ideal. summer for flies Ten 
irs ago—before DDT, methoxy- 
lor, lindane, chlordane and the 
er killers were in use — flies 
Id have really taken over. 
Plenty of showers have kept fly- 
eding places moist. And have 
le it hard to keep manure and 
vard filth cleaned up. 
Sanitation is still the first wea- 
vou should use. And it is an 
wortant one. If there were no 
where flies could breed, 
vou wouldn’t have a fly problem. 


As it is, when you eliminate 
breeding places, you cut down 
on the number of flies. That 
is the only way chemicals can 
do a control job. 


On some farms there are plenty 
flies, even with chemicals. Be- 
flies can breed too fast in 

s rainy weather. 
\lternate rains and hot sunshine 
also hard on the lasting power 
chemicals outside of buildings. 
so don’t let your killer run out. 
vou can find live flies on a 
ited surface early in the morn- 

it is time to treat again. 

On the outside of buildings or 
beef animals, DDT is the old 
liable. But it can’t be used on 
ty barns, milk houses or cows. 
Inside dairy barns, you can use 
‘ree other good fly killers. They 
lindane, methoxychlor or 
rays containing pyrethrins or 

nperonyl butdxide. 
For. residual control on walls of 
irns and milk houses or outdoors 
n other buildings, lindane is usu- 

ly considered most effective. 

But it has not received USDA 
earance for use directly on milk 


ws. You can use methoxychlor 

n cows. 

Or do as many farmers are do- 

ng and use a residual spray on 
> walls of buildings. Then these 
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farmers spray their cattle once a 
day with old-type oil sprays carry- 
ing pyrethrins. These have a 
quick, effective knockdown. But 
they don’t last very long. 

No matter what you use, keep 
after the flies. They cost you 
money in lost production of meat 
or milk, and they carry disease. 

A new fly may be a pest in Iowa 
this year. That is the fly which 
causes screwworms in wounds on 
cattle. The fly was here last year 
in some areas. It wintered farther 
north than usual and may be back. 

Keep your eyes open for screw- 
worm infestation in wire cuts, 
wounds and in the navels of young 
calves. The standard treatment is 
an application of Smear 62, devel- 
oped by the USDA’s bureau of 
animal industry. There are also 
several other compounds sold un- 
der trade names. 





Use Toxaphene On 
Chinch Bugs 


Iowa hasn’t had any chinch 
bugs since the development of 
toxaphene, chlordane, lindane, 
DDT and the other new agri- 
cultural chemicals, 

So there have been no tests on 
chemical chinch bug control in 
Iowa. However, the chinch bugs 
are back in southern Iowa this 
year. 

Tests in Oklahoma and other 
states indicate that toxaphene at 
the rate of two-pounds actual toxa- 
phene in two to eight gallons of 
water per acre gives good control. 
Or you can fall back on the old 
standard creosote barrier method. 

Rains and lush vegetation have 
helped hold down ’hopper damage. 
If it dries off and ‘hoppers start 
to hurt, give them a taste of toxa- 
phene or chlordane. Use toxaphene 
at the rate of 1% pounds per acre, 
chlordane at one pound.

Dryers Can Boost 
Crop Yields 


Earlier Harvesting And Smaller 
Storage Losses Mean More Grain 


Wwe all the fuss about grain 

dryers? Are they just an- 
other machine someone has 
dreamed up to sell the farmer? 
Or do thy have a real and valu- 
able plac2 in Iowa farming? 

Engineers in the United States 
Department of Agriculture and 
elsewhere, plus quite a few farm- 
ers, think farm-size grain dryers 
can be moneymakers. 

Everyone admits that the per- 
fect farm-size dryer—flexible, safe, 
efficient—isn’t here yet. That’s 
why the USDA, Iowa State Col- 
lege and several manufacturers 
are doing so much _ research. 
That’s why you'll see different— 
and improved—grain dryers at the 
lowa State Fair this year. 


Dryers are being improved 
just as is other farm machin- 
ery. 

When you mention grain dry- 
ing, many Iowa farmers think 
first of corn. That’s natural, for 
a number of reasons. 

Every year some farmers in 
Towa have late or soft corn; every 
few years almost everyone has 
some soft corn. hat’s when a 
dryer really struts its stuff. 

You can put that corn into mar- 
ketable or storable condition. And 
increase its value by many dol- 
lars, all at a fairly reasonable cost 
in labor and cash. 

(here are other arguments for 
drying corn too. Everyone who 
has operated a mechanical picker 
knows early picking does the best 
job. Gets the corn cleaner, leaves 
less in the field. 

With a dryer you can start pick- 
ing earlier, pile up the corn safely. 
If you are a cash grain farmer the 
boost in grade early in the fall 
may be important. In any event, 
you'll be able to bring more corn 
out of the field. 

Corn borers also make a dryer 
valuable. Sometimes a borer-rid- 
den shank holds onto the ear as 
long as the plant is green. Then, 
as the plant dries, the ear is 
dropped. 
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Without a dryer, you have to 
wait to start picking. A lot of ears 
fall. With a dryer, you start while 
the corn is green and dry the grain 
down to safe storage levels. 

There are several styles of farm- 
size grain dryer. One is the batch 
type. You fix a crib or bin, fill it 
with so much corn—perhaps one 
day’s picking. You dry that, move 
it out and repeat. 

The other is the continuous- 
flow type. The grain goes thru 
the dryer in a steady stream. 

Various sources of energy are 
used. Oil burners are most com- 
mon and farthest ahead right now. 
But electric dryers might catch 
up and provide a big demand for 
rural power. 

One of the electrical schemes 
just out of the embryo stage is 
called dielectric heating. In this 
system, electric energy generates 
heat in the cell structure of the 
kernel. Moisture vaporizes rapidly. 

Development and use of all farm 
machinery is closely interrelated. 
Before World War II, some west- 
ern Iowa farmers tried field pick- 
er-shellers. They were not too 
popular. Mostly because the corn 
had to be dry enough to store be- 
fore they could be used. 


Development of grain dry- 
ers may bring back improved 
field picker-shellers. Or new 
grain storage and handling 
systems on farms. 

Possibly the ideal dryer would 
be one that would see almost 
steady use from spring until fall. 

First it would be used as a hay 
dryer. Mow-cured hay, dried with 
artificial heat, is usually higher in 
nutritive value than any other 
type of hay. Certainly Iowa farm- 
ers in 1950 know the problems of 
getting good first-cutting alfalfa. 

Small grain would be dried next. 
As is the case with corn, small 
grain ripe enough to combine is 
subject to shelling out to a certain 
extent. Kernels of oats, wheat or 
barley are left in the field.

dryers, you might be able to com- 
bine oats earlier, combine them 
standing, and have no worries 
about musty oats. You’d probably 
bring in three or four more bush- 
els per acre too. 

Perhaps the third biggest 
for Iowa legume and 
grass seed yields would be de- 
velopment of a dryer suited to 
small seed crops.

Chemicals to control harmful in- 
sects and use of beneficial pollinat- 
ing insects are two big boosts 
legume seed growers already have. 
Next logical step to increase yields 
might be to bring in all the seed 
from the field. 

Losses now are terrific. Maybe 
greener combining plus artificial 
drying is the answer. 

Some study has been made of 
the use of water-absorbing chem- 
icals to dry. small batches of 
legume and grass seeds. The 
method apparently works. But on 
a large scale or in general farm 
use, the chemical system has 
drawbacks.

How To Prevent 
Necro Losses 
Hog raisers who are losing 
spring pigs to necro may find 
the cause in their sanitation. 

So says Dr. C. C. Morrill, Uni- 

versity of Illinois veterina- 

rian, 

Germs which thrive in unsani- 
tary condtions are among the 
most important causes of necro. 
Says the doctor: 

“Faulty sanitation helps cause 
necro in two ways. It lets germs 
accumulate until there are over- 
whelming numbers. And it favors 
infestation with parasites which 
lower pigs’ resistance to infec- 
tion.” 

Necro has caused heavy death 
on a number of Illinois 
recently, Morrill reports.

| Some of the sulfa drugs have been 
helpful in controlling necro. But 


they shouldn’t be given except by 
a veterinarian. 

To prevent necro, use proper 
sanitation practices—clean ground, 
scrubbed farrowing houses, etc. 
And make sure vour pigs get a 
properly balanced ration.

ELICIOUS home made rolls! Don’t 
D you love the smell of them when 

they come fresh from the oven? 
Don’t you like the looks of a luscious nut 
roll as you lift it warm from the pan? 
That’s not mentioning the taste either. 

Why don’t more homemakers make 
bread and rolls? The time was when it 
was a long, involved, overnight process. 
But now bread-making can be sand- 
wiched in between anything you might 
want to do. 

The important thing to do is to mea- 
sure all ingredients accurately, keep the 
temperature right and follow a good 
recipe. 


PECAN ROLLS 


% cup scalded milk 

3 tablespoons shortening 

3 tablespoons sugar 

1% teaspoons salt 

‘% cup water 

1 cake or package of yeast 
3 cups flour 

1 egg, beaten 


Mix together the milk, shortening, 
sugar, salt and water. Cool to lukewarm. 
Add the yeast and the beaten egg. Grad- 
ually blend in the flour. 

Let rise until double in bulk. Roll out 
into a rectangular shape and spread with 
14% teaspoons melted butter, “4 cup 
brown sugar, 1 teaspoon cinnamon and % 
cup chopped nuts. 

Roll and cut into 1 inch slices. 
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FILLING 

% cup brown sugar 

% cup corn sirup 

1 tablespoon butter 

% cup pecans 

Spread the bottom of a 12x8 greased 
pan with the filling. Place the cut slices 
on top of the mixture. Let rise until 
double in bulk. Bake in a moderate oven. 
Remove pan while warm. 


LEMON HONEY TWISTS 
2 cakes, or packages, of yeast 
% cup sugar 
4 cup lukewarm water 
1 cup scalded milk 
%4 cup butter 
2 eggs beaten 
1 teaspoon salt 
5-6 cups flour 


Mix the hot milk, butter sugar and salt 
together. Dissolve the yeast into the 
lukewarm water. Add with the eggs to 
the first mixture. Gradually add the flour 
to make a soft dough. Kneed until the 
dough is smooth. Cover and let rise until 
double in bulk. 

Roll into rectangular sheet half-an inch 
thick. Brush with the following mixture: 
% cup of softened butter, 34 cup pow- 
dered sugar, 2 tablespoons honey and the 
rind and juice of 4% lemon. 

Shape into a ring on a greased baking 
sheet. Cut with scissors at inch intervals 
almost thru the ring. Turn each slice 
slightly on its side. Brush the ring lightly 
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with butter and let rise until doubled in 
bulk. Bake in moderate oven until done 
—25 to 30 minutes. 


REFRIGERATOR KOLACHES 


1% cup potato water 

1 cup mashed potatoes 

1 cup water 

1 teaspoon salt 

14 cup shortening butter and lard 

2 egg yolks, beaten 

1 cake or package yeast 

14 cup sugar 

8 cups of flour 

Dissolve the yeast in % cup lukewarm 
water with a teaspoon of sugar. Mix the 
rest of the ingredients together, and add 
the yeast. Work the mixture until the 
dough leaves the spoon. 

Place in a greased bowl, sponge the top 
with lard or butter and leave in the refrig- 
erator overnight. 

In the morning make the dough into 
balls about the size of a walnut. 

Place them on a baking sheet. Flatten 
them and brush the tops with melted but- 
ter. Let rise until fluffy. Then make a 
depression in the center of each bun and 
fill with prune or apricot filling. 

Let rise for about fifteen minutes in a 
warm place and bake in 425-degree oven. 

When nice and brown, take out and 
brush once more with melted butter, then 
place on brown paper to cool. 


PRUNE FILLING 


Cook prunes slowly until thoroly done. 
Drain, remove the pits and mash. Add 
sugar and cinnamon to taste. A little 
crushed pineapple can be added to the 
prunes for a different flavor. The filling 
should be the consistency of mush.

WHOLE WHEAT BREAD 


2 tablespoons sugar 

3 teaspoons salt 

3 tablespoons fat (lard preferred) 
3% cups milk 

4% to 5 cups whole wheat flour 
2% cups white flour 

1 cake or package yeast 


Scald the milk in a double boiler. Cool 
to about 90 degrees, adding sugar, salt 
and melted shortening while it cools. 
Then add yeast (which has been softened 
in % cup of lukewarm water). 

Sift and measure whole: wheat flour; 
add 3 or 4 cups of this to the liquid and 
beat until bubbles rise. Add the sifted 
white flour, and enough more-of whole 
wheat flour to make a soft dough—one 
that just barely breaks away clean from 
the bowl. Turn onto bread board, cover 
and let rest 10 minutes. 

Then knead until dough is satiny and 
smooth. Place in greased bowl to rise 
until double in bulk. Takes about 2 
hours.) Keep at 80 to 82 degrees during 
this time. Then punch down dough and 
let rise to double in bulk again. (Takes 
about 45 minutes.) 

Then make into loaves. This recipe 
will make two. Let rise in pans until 
double in bulk. Bake at 400 degrees for 
about 45 minutes.

AKE a notebook and pencil 

along with you when you come 
to the State Fair this year. If you 
are interested in new household 
equipment, it’s a fine chance to 
see and compare new models. 

If you are interested in a new 
stove, for instance, you'll note that 
many manufacturers have models 
that feature two ovens. Wouldn’t 
grandma be surprised at that? 

Yet any homemaker who has 
tried to bake pies at the same time 
she roasts meat knows another 
oven would be very convenient. 

All of the new stoves, both bot- 
tled gas and electric, are made to 
clean easily. Burning parts of gas 
stoves can be taken out and 
washed like a dish. They go back 
together easily too. 


There are some ranges that 
are made up in pastel colors— 
yellow, blue and green — as 
well as white. In a kitchen 
finished in natural wood or 
knotty pine, these ranges are 
beautiful. 


But perhap it’s a home freezer 
that interests you. An important 
thing to notice is that the inside 
or freezing capacity of most new 
models has been increased with- 
out increasing the outside dimen- 
sions. 

There are more large-size mod- 
els shown this year. There are 
many new and improved upright 
freezers. These afford a saving in 
floor space—an important item in 
a small kitchen or utility room. 

Your own particular needs 
should decide the size of freezer 
you purchase. 

If you have a continuous supply 
of hot water the year around, you 
will be interested in the new auto- 
matic washing machines. If not, 
you can find some fine new non- 
automatic models.

Many of the new models can be 
plumbed into old water connec- 
tions and drains. 

A sit-down ironer, too, is a fine 
labor saver. They come with va- 
rious controls — knee, finger-tip 
and foot. One nice thing is that 
these ironers have not gone up in 
price this last year. 

Not many homes, either farm 
or town, have air conditioning. 
Yet a unit for cooling and cleaning 
one room is not expensive in 
terms of heavy equipment. 

A room to cool off and to relax 
in during the hot dusty season— 
even if you don’t have hay fever— 
may add years to the life of bread- 
winners. Equipment to make that 
possible is not a luxury but an in- 
vestment in health.

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Firm Seedbed 
For Grass 


(= of the most important rules 

for success with fall seedings 
is to have a finely pulverized, firm 
seedbed. If you haven’t done any 
plowing for fall seedings you 
should start now. 

Keep the ground worked down 
after the plow. And work the 
ground after each shower until 
you have a well-settled seedbed 
free from clods. 

Then sow your fall grass or leg- 
ume seed. September is considered 
late, so try to get the seed in the 
ground in August 
| There is one other rule for suc- 
lcess with fall seedings. Make sure 
the land is fairly fertile, and, in 
| the case of legumes, the soil must 
| be sweet. 

Legumes won’t do well on an 
acid soil. You could lime now, but 
| vou won’t get full benefit from the 
| lime. It’s better to allow six months 
for the lime to take effect. 

If soil tests show a lack of phos- 
phorus, apply 100 pounds of 0-20-0 
or the equivalent of some other 
phosphate combination. 
help get a better stand. Manure to 
supply more nitrogen also helps. 








Alfalfa is better for seed- 

| ing now than are the clovers. 
It seems to take to fall sowing 
while clovers do not. You can 
sow grasses like brome and 
timothy, either alone or with 
alfalfa. 

Seeded alone, they will not make 
much feed next year but will be 
fine in 1952. Alfalfa-grass mixture 
will provide feed or hay next sum- 
mer. 

Grasshoppers sometimes hurt 
fall seedings. They can eat the 
|sprouts as fast as they come up. 
|Or they can move in and eat the 
| foliage on an established stand. 
| Toxaphene and chlordane are 
the answer in either case. Use 1% 
pounds of actual toxaphene or 1 
pound of actual chlordane per 
acre, if the "hoppers are eating on 
foliage. Spray on the plants. 

But if the ground is still bare, 
and ‘hoppers are keeping the 
sprouts eaten off, put the poison 
in a bran or sawdust bait and 
spread it on the bare ground. You 
put % pound of chlordane or 1 
pound of toxaphene in each 100 
pounds of bait. 








Keep First-Aid 
Kits Handy 
You can’t visit a factory or 

other place where machinery 
is in operation or men work 
with their hands without see- 
ing first-aid kits on the wall. 
Shouldn’t farms have them, 
too? 


N. J. Wardle, safety specialist 
at Iowa State College, says every 
farm should have kits for emer- 
gency treatment in case of acci- 
dent. He suggests keeping first- 
aid kits in the kitchen and in the 
farm shop, and small kits on the 
tractor and in the car. 

Wardle says kits should be in a 
tight metal box and should con- 
tain at least these things: Adhesive 
tape of various widths, sterile 
gauze pads, a supply of swabs, 
sticks, bandages and tourniquets, 
burn ointment, scissors, boric acid, 
tincture of benzoin, an antiseptic 
such as tincture of merthiolate,

Lower Costs In 
Corn Drying 

Costs of handling the grain 
in connection with drying of- 
ten exceed the actual cost of 
drying. That calls for better 
planning before storage build- 
ings are filled with grain. 


That’s one result of USDA- 
sponsored research on corn drying 
at Purdue University in Indiana. 

Shelled corn in farm-size bins 
up to 3,000 bushels in capacity can 
be dried successfully if there is a 
perforated floor beneath the grain. 

Handling equipment of the light- 
weight auger type seemed to be 
best for loading trucks or moving 
corn from one bin to another. 
Pneumatic equipment of the suc- 
tion type seemed best for special 
jobs like removal of corn from the 
top of a bin. 

In these tests, on 80,000 bushels 
of corn, it took an average of two 
gallons of oil to reduce the mois- 
ture content of 100 bushels of corn 
one per cent. 





Identical Twins 
For Research 


College experiment stations 
in this country are following 
the lead of the University of 
Minnesota in speeding up 
dairy research by the use of 
identical twins and triplets. 


The idea was used first and has 
been carried farther in Sweden, 
Germany, New Zealand, Denmark, 
Norway and the Netherlands. The 
twin project was started at the 
University of Minnesota in 1947. 

M. C. Hervey of Minnesota ex- 
plains that one experiment with 
identical twins may replace two 
groups of 50 animals each, selected 
at random; or on growth experi- 
ments one set of identical animals 
is worth 20 unrelated animals. 

Practical work includes tests on 









machine stripping versus hand 
stripping, or growth and produc- 
tion on different rations. 

Work with identical triplet bulls 
includes growth levels, and sperm 
production and fertility, with a 
normal ration, and with rations 
30 per cent above and 30 per cent 
below normal. 

Contrary to the usual idea, it 
now looks as if the fat bull, on the 
ration 30 per cent above normal, is 
a better breeder than his identical 
brothers on normal and_  sub- 
normal rations. The experiment 
is not finished, however. 





New Rat Killer 
Available 


Wisconsin Alumni Research 
Foundation has announced 
that their new rat and mouse 
killer is now available te the 
general public. (See Research 
Points to Profits, page 62, 
March 4th issue.) 


The new killer, Warfarin, is 
tasteless, odorless and one of the 
safest from the human standpoint. 
It relies upon the cumulative ef- 
fects of small quantities eaten over 
a period of several days, and 
holds promise of wiping out ro- 
dent colonies completely and per- 
manently, scientists say. 





Use Hovers With 
Radiant Heat 


Radiant heat in the brooder 
house is satisfactory only if 
used with supplementary hov- 
ers, according to tests at Gen- 
eral Mills’ research farm. 


Without hovers, the radiant- 
heated brooder houses must be 
kept at temperatures too high for 
general comfort of chicks. With 
hovers to supply necessary warmth 
in spots, radiant heat works well.

Walk Your Cows, 
Russians Say 


Russians claim to have de- 
veloped a new system of rais- 
ing dairy calves which reduces 
calf mortality from 85 per cent 
to 2.7 per cent and almost dou- 
bles milk production. 


Main points are: Walk bred 
cows three or four miles a day, 
with adequate feed and clean quar- 
ters. Absolutely no pail feeding. 
Let calves nurse for part of their 
feed until they’re five months old. 
Keep calves in dry, well-ventilated 
buildings without heat, no matter 
how cold it is. See that they get 
plenty of exercise. 





Flowers But No 
Fruit 


Several experimenters are 
working with growth-regulat- 
ing compounds which would 
permit ornamental trees to 
blossom but would prevent 
unsightly seed pods, reports 
Science News Letter. 

For example, such trees as 
honey-locust, catalpa, European 
ash and eastern poplar would be 
allowed to blossom. But the 
growth-regulator treatment would 
stop formation of the bothersome 
seed pods. 

Among the compounds showing 
promise are naphthalene acetic 
acid and its sodium salt. 

This is the same chemical which 
is used in the fall to hold fruit on 
trees until hand harvesting can be 
finished. (See page 46, June 17th 
issue.) 





Plow Fertilizers 
Into Soil 

Missouri soils men are rec- 
ommending that farmers in 
that state should plow under 
at least three-fourths of a 
given fertilizer application and 
use the other fourth in the 
row at planting. 
Laboratory tests show many 
Missouri sub-soils are becoming in- 
creasingly low in fertility. 
Plowing fertilizers under has 
these advantages, the research 
men say: 
Fertilizers in deeper applica- 
tions react more readily with the 
soil. 
There is little danger of injury 
to the growing plant from the 
mineral salts. 
Plant foods are in the zone of 
deeper roots when the demand 
for plant nutrients is the heaviest. 
Deep-placed fertilizers are down 
where the soil keeps its moisture 
even during dry periods. This

Get Ready For 


Fall Pigs 


They Have Advantages Over Spring 


Litters, But Special Problems, Too 


AISING early fall—or summer 

—pigs has its advantages over 
spring litters. But fall pigs have 
special problems, too. 

One of these, of course, is hot 
weather. Especially if, like Bob 
Johnson, of Franklin county, Iowa, 
you like your fall pigs fairly early 
so they’ll be big enough to help 
clean up corn fields. 

“We used to have a lot of trouble 
with August pigs farrowed in 
portable houses,” says Bob. Now 
he’s licked the heat problem by 
using an old, hollow-tile barn 
once used for dairy cows. 

The barn is cool, and pigs are 
kept in it for three weeks or more. 
By that time the hattest weather 
is over. Then pigs are moved to 
portable houses on pasture. 


What about sanitation in the 
barn? “It’s used strictly for 
farrowing,” says Johnson, “so 
we get away from a lot of dis- 
ease. And pens are cleaned 
thoroly right after we move 
the pigs out.” 


Bill Hemm, Franklin county, 
also uses a central farrowing 
house for fall pigs. His is a regu- 
lar hog house, equipped with auto- 
matic fan for air conditioning. 

At two weeks, the Hemm pigs 
are moved to alfalfa pasture, using 
houses vacated by spring pigs. 
These houses are cleaned in the 
spring, again just before fall pigs 
move in. 

Hemm uses a separate chunk of 
pasture for each age group, builds 
a straw-covered shade in each lot. 
He has a portable wallow, too. 

Some men put fall pigs on pas- 
ture without benefit of houses. C. 
B. Schager, also of Franklin coun- 
ty, has been doing it for three 
falls in a row. Last year, he far- 
rowed 40 sows in September, all 
in the same field. This vear, he 
has 60 bred to farrow the middle 
of August. 

Schager’s farrowing field is hay 
to be plowed for corn the next 
year. On it are stacks of alfalfa- 
brome to be used later in feeding 
cattle. 

At farrowing time, Schager 
makes the rounds twice a day. 
When he finds a sow making her 
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nest, a shelter is placed over her. 
This is merely a 6x8-foot panel, 
slanting down from steel posts at 
the front edge. If the weather is 
chilly, panels are placed around 
the sides, too. 

At first, sows are watered with 
pans. After a day or two, they 
come up to the main tank near a 
haystack. Pretty soon they bring 
their pigs along, then stay around 
the stack. 

For protection there, Schager 
has a lean-to against the stack, 
sided with 12-inch boards. South 
end is open, north end boarded in 
when weather is cool. 

Later each fall, Schager builds 
a temporary 40x60-foot gable shed 
on posts. 

“We can raise a lot of fall pigs 
without much work,” 
says. “Of course, heavy fal] rains 
might get us into trouble.” 


Schager 


What about feeding? With 
SOWS On pasture, their ration 
doesn’t need quite as much 
attention as for their spring- 
farrowing sisters. But it’s just 
as important to get the pigs 
eating grain early. 


Schager uses self-feeders 
hulled oats, in a triangular creep 
made of board panels. 

In his farrowing barn, Bob 
Johnson turns several litters to- 
gether at about 10 days, uses one 
pen as a creep. Pigs are started on 
steamed rolled oats. They can also 
eat from the self-feeders in which 
sows get a complete mixed 
tion. 

On pasture, the- Johnson sows 
get shelled corn and supplement, 
and a separate creep is provid 
for pigs. 

Some hog men like a complet 
pig starter instead of oats. Bu 
Hemm once had a bunch of pigs 
he couldn’t get to eating rollec 
oats. “And once they do take hol 
of it,” he says, “it’s sometimes hart 
to switch them to anything else 

Five days after farrowing 
Hemm has his sows back on sell- 
feeders, with a completed mixe 
ration similar to that fed beforé 
farrowing. “Lots of oats in it 
he says, “and the young pigs eat 
from that, too.”

You'll see some nervous young- 
sters, some who are downright 
scared, some who are quietly con- 
fident. But you’ll see a whole row 
of kids all wrapped up in the 
year’s most important moment— 
the climax of long hours of work 
on a 4-H or FFA “project.” 


Big junior show event—or 
at least the one that gets most 
publicity — is the baby beef 
contest. The classiest few hun- 
dred survivors of thousands of 
4-H baby beeves will parade 
thru’ the Livestock Pavilion 
ring, starting at 8 a. m. on Sat- 
urday, August 26. 


The club beef calves will com- 
pete first in Hereford, Shorthorn 
and Angus weight classes. 

Then,as the day progresses and 
the tension builds up, the weight 
class winners come back to fight 
it out for the breed championships. 
After that, late Saturday after- 
noon, comes the picking of the 
grand champion —complete with 
photographers’ flashbulbs, radio- 
men’s microphones, and a huge 
crowd pressing in to congratulate 
the winner and take another criti- 
cal look at his calf. 

But the baby beef contest really 
is only a part of the big State Fair 
junior show. There’ll be 3,000 4-H 
and FFA members at the Fair to 
take part in livestock, agricultural 
and homemaking events. They’ll 
be trying for $28,000 in premium 
money—of which $20,000 is ear- 
marked for prize-winning live- 
stock. 

Junior beef breeders—as well as 
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junior feeders—will get a lot of 
attention. Four-H members have 
a special department for purebred 
beef heifers and a separate baby 
beef class for calves dropped by 
former 4-H heifers. Top event for 
the young beef breeders is the se 
lection of champion 4-H beef club 
members, with the winner for each 
breed earning a registered heifer. 

Young dairymen get their big 
chance in the FFA and 4-H dairy 
heifer contests. Future Farmers 
will show in Holstein, Jersey, 
Guernsey and Brown Swiss divi- 
sions. Four-H members will ex 
hibit these breeds plus Ayrshires 
and Milking Shorthorns. 


Big event for FFA boys, and 
at least as important as the 
baby beeves for 4-H members, 
is the swine competition. Each 
group will show boars, sows 
and litters in Polands, Durocs, 
Chesters, Spots, Hamps, Berks 
and Herefords. And each will 
have its own market pig 
classes. 


Both FFA and 4-H groups have 
their purebred and market lamb 
contests too. Four-H members also 
will compete in a colt show, in 
market poultry and market egg 
divisions, and in poultry and live 
stock judging contests. 

Other events for 4-H boys in- 
clude booth exhibits, club demon- 
strations, and awards for the best 
county 4-H club activity programs. 

Over in the home economics de- 
partment, there will be much ex- 
citement this year over the new 
$400,000 girls’ dormitory. The new 
building, to be ready by Fair time, 
will accommodate 500 girls and 
their leaders. 

The 4-H girls’ contests are di- 
vided into three categories — ex- 
hibits, demonstrations and style 
revue. Separate exhibits classes 
cover clothing, home furnishings, 
food, personal accounts and spe 
cial exhibits. Demonstration teams 
will compete in clothing, home 
furnishing, food and club activity 
contests.

Coccidiosis Strikes 
Her Chicks 


To the Editor: Coccidiosis 
broke.out in my flock of 4%- 
week-old chicks. I cleaned the 
brooder house with lye water, 
scrubbed feed troughs and wa- 
ter fountains with hot lye 
water and sprayed with disin- 
fectant. Is there anything else 
I should do? How soon can I 
raise chicks again? — Mrs. J. 
M., McDonough County, IIli- 
nois, 


You have cleaned the house and 
equipment. But the birds will be 
shedding coccidia germs. So con- 
tinuous cleansing is necessary. 
You should also move the house 
to clean ground each week during 
the growing period. 

Give the drug, sulfaquinoxaline, 
in the drinking water. 

You can continue to raise chicks 
in the brooder house providing it 
and all equipment are _ thoroly 
cleaned. Main point of infection 
will be the ground surrounding 
the house. So move the brooder 
to a clean area. 





Can’t Get Cows 
To Settle 


To the Editor: We and our 
neighbors are having trouble 
getting our cows to settle with 
artificial breeding. One repeat- 
ed time after time. They have 
a bloody discharge after heat. 
—M. W., Jasper County, Iowa. 


Generally, results from artificial 
insemination are about as good as 
results from natural service. With 
natural service, it usually takes 
about two breedings per cow to 
get a calf. 

One of the big problems in arti- 
ficial insemination is breeding at 
the right time. Always breed at 
the end of the heat period. The 
average cow will stay in heat 
about 15 hours. Some will stay in 
heat up to 36 hours. The techni- 
cian should breed them when they 
are going out of heat. 

Most all cows have a bloody dis- 
charge from one to two days after 
heat. This is normal and natural. 
it does not indicate whether the 
cow has settled or not. 

If this trouble persists, you 
should discuss the matter with 
your technician and with your 
veterinarian.

If the carpenter went to work 
for you on the basis of wages 
agreed upon before he started to 
work, then he is entitled to wages 
only on that basis. You should 
pay him on the basis of the wages 
agreed to before he started work- 
ing for you. 





Blasting Damages 
Farm House 


To the Editor: Blasting for 
coal near our farm has caused 
damage to our house. Plaster 
has cracked. So has the foun- 
dation. Is the owner or opera- 
tor of the coal mine responsi- 
ble?—Mrs. B. L., Mahaska 
County, Iowa. 


If you can prove that cracking of 
plaster or foundation of your 
house or other buildings was 
caused by vibration resulting from 
blasting at the mine, damages 
could be recovered. The owner or 
operator of the mine has no spe- 


| cial right to do blasting and not 


have to accept responsibility for 
damage done. 

However, if he refuses to settle 
such damages, your only recourse 
would be to bring suit against the 
owner. This would require- the 
services of an attorney. 





Neighbor’s Bull

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Nobody Hoards 


Butter 


Surpluses of Butter, Cheese, Dried 
Milk Still Pile Up; New Tax On Way 


ASHINGTON, D. C.—House- 
wives rushed around to stock 
up on sugar—of which there is a 
big surplus—but nobody paid any 
attention to butter and cheese. 
Dairy farmers wish somebody 
would hoard butter, cheese, and 
dried non-fat (skim) milk. And 
poultry producers would like to 
see folks store dried eggs in their 
cellars. 
It hasn’t happened yet. 
On July 24, the Commodity 
Credit Corporation had 192 million 


pounds of butter, 80 million 
pounds of cheese, 322 million 
pounds of dried non-fat (skim) 


milk. And CCC is still buying. 
Dried eggs, a week ago, had 
reached a total of more than 107 
million pounds. 
Secretary Brannan asked 
congress last week: “Do you 
want to let this food spoil?” 


Brannan had suggested earlier 
that production payments be used 
on perishables. This would let the 
market price drop but would guar- 
antee support prices to farmers. 

Congress hasn’t shown much in- 
terest in this proposal. So Brannan 
made a stop-gap suggestion: Ap- 
propriate enough money so CCC 
can pay packing and transporta- 
tion charges on food given to char- 
itable organizations at home and 
abroad. 

Now such organizations can get 
surplus foods free, but they have 
to pay for packing and transporta- 
tion. Brannan wants 44 million 
dollars to get surplus food moved 
into consumption before it spoils. 

Some dairy experts want to have 
the government reduce its butter 


stocks by offering them to con- 
sumers at cut-rate prices. 
These folks say: “For every 


pound of butter from current pro- 
duction bought by a consumer at 
current prices, let CCC contribute 
pound of government 
butter at a very low price.” 


a second 


The idea would be to get the gov- 
ernment butter eaten up promptly 
even at a loss. 

Secretary Brannan turned down 
the idea. He was afraid it would 
simply cut consumption of the but- 
ter being turned out now. 


The government has surpluses 
of other kinds of food on hand. 
Some are in lines where prices are 
rising. Should these surpluses be 
sold on the market to fight infla- 
tion in food? 

Under the present law, CCC has 
the right to sell surpluses at 105 
per cent of the support price, plus 
carrying charges. 

President Truman has sug- 
gested that power be given to 
CCC to sell surpluses at sup- 
port levels, instead of at sup- 
port plus 5 per cent plus carry- 
ing charges. 


Most congressmen and farm 
leaders are objecting. They say 
that the present law, in many 
cases, puts a below-parity ceiling 
on farm prices. And they feel that 
this is low enough. 

Farmers—and everybody else— 
would like to know how soon we'll 
get into rationing and price con- 
trols. One answer to this is the 
move to push income taxes higher. 

If enough money is drained off 
in income taxes, there won’t be 
enough purchasing power left to 
push prices higher. , 

That’s the idea. Whether it will 
work is something else. 

All of the extra buying so far 
has been in anticipation of price 
increases. If prices level out, folks 
will have a lot of ham, sugar, ba- 
con and other things to use up be- 
for they begin buying again. 

The extra money appropriated 
for the armed services won’t get 
into circulation very soon. Actu- 
ally, very little effect on payrolls 
may be noted until next year

now and the period of actual pay- 
roll increases six months from 
now, there may be a period when 
purchases actually fall off. 

If the new income tax takes hold 
by October 1, this will hit at about 
the same time. 

Hog and cattle men have an un- 
easy feeling that this leveling-off 
period may come about the time 
hog and cattle marketings are 
highest.

the Brannan farm plan. 


Barriers to the importation of 
midwestern milk into eastern city 
markets, such as Washington, are 
getting some attention in congress 

Senator Thye, Minnesota repub- 


| lican, told a congressional commit- 


tee investigating the Washington 
milk situation that eastern and 
midwestern dairy farmers must 
get together on solving the sur- 
plus milk problem. 

“If eastern seaboard centers be- 
come too anxious to protect them- 
selves with restrictive regulations 
to hold off milk from their mar- 
kets, they are going to have a price 
war on their hands.” 

Thye said prices being paid east- 
ern dairymen for milk for bottling 
are far out of line with prices mid- 
western dairymen are getting for 
milk for dairy products. 


Chairman Cooley of the house 
agriculture committee has assured 
Secretary Brannan that the Grange 
bill, designed to divorce Farm Bu- 
reau and extension service, will 
get committee approval. But ob- 
servers doubt congress will vote 
on the measure this session.

IOWA FARMERS are growing 

less corn this year, a few more 
oats, a lot more soybeans and hay, 
quite a bit less winter wheat and 
flax, says the Iowa crop and live- 
stock reporting service. Estimated 
Iowa corn acreage is 9,721,000, 
down 14 per cent from 1949. Oats 
acreage is about 6,520,000, or 4 per 
cent above a year ago. Soybeans 
are up to 1,846,000 acres—a whop- 
ping 41 per cent boost.

NUMBER OF SOWS farrowed on 

Iowa farms in June this year set 
a new all-time June records. Total 
is estimated at 202,000 sows, a 19 
per cent increase over June, 1949, 
and 10 per cent above the previous 
record set in 1943. The June far- 
rowings match farmers’ reports 
that they would boost number of 
fall litters this year by 11 per 
cent. The fall pig season runs 
from June thru December.

CATTLE ON FEED on _ Iowa 

farms July 1 numbered 814,000 
head—37 per cent more than on 
July 1, 1949. For the three impor- 
tant states of Iowa, Nebraska and 
illinois, number was up 42 per 
cent. For all 11 corn belt states, 
the increase was 34 per cent. Im- 
ports of feeders into Iowa for the 
first half of 1950 were 16 per cent 
greater than in the first half of 
1949 and set a new record for the 
period.

ROOTING UP barberry bushes to 

help control small grain rust 
still is big business in Iowa. Last 
vear the USDA’s bureau of ento- 
mology and plant quarantine de- 
stroyed 854 bushes in 23 counties. 
Campaign against the barberry— 
alternate host for stem rust of 
wheat, barley and rye—has 
been going on since 1918. More 
than 1,300,000 bushes have been 
destroyed since then.

Ideas are changing 
on reserves needed to meet 
weather and war risks. This 
article reviews the new think- 
ing on grain reserves.

How big is a 
About half as big as it 
month ago. 

That’s what war prospects have 


done to ideas about corn and 
wheat reserves in the United 
States. 


The carry-over of old wheat this 
year was around 450 million bush- 
els. The carry-over of old corn will 
be around a billion bushels. 
That’s a record for corn. The 
wheat carry-over is large, but only 
about half the 1942 record. 

Are these reserves too big? The 
wheat reserve is only half of what 
is needed for a year’s consumption 
in the United States. The corn re- 
serve is only about one-third of 
what is needed to keep livestock 
production going for a year. 

The present reserves sound big 
only because we've been scrimp- 
ing along from hand to mouth and 
taking chances on ¢rop failures. 


Weather out on the great 
plains makes little crops fol- 
low big ones. Leaving out the 


extreme years of 1934 and 
1936, wheat production has 
ranged from 741 million in 


1939 to 1,367 million in 1947. 


To protect the nation against 
weather risks in wheat produc- 
tion, it would be sensible to carry 
over a whole year’s requirements 
—from 700 to 800 million bushels. 

Today, we are only holding half 
that much, 

What about corn? Corn is sub-

ject to fewer weather risks. Yields 
are more even than in the wheat 
country. But more depends -on 
corn. 

Livestock production is based 
on corn production. If the same 
amount of corn is fed year after 
year, production of livestock is 
steady. If corn is short, livestock 
goes to market thin and produc- 
tion is hindered for several years. 

To protect the nation against 
ups and downs in livestock pro- 
duction, we need a minimum of a 
billion bushels of corn in reserve. 
We'll have about that this fall. 

These are the reserves need- 
ed to protect the nation against 
damage caused by variation in 
weather. They don't allow for 
unusual demand in time of 
war. 


With possible war in mind, how 
big should the reserves be? 

Nobody will guess. The National 
Security Resources Board is 
posed to handle questions of this 
kind—but has refused to date -to 
make any estimates on size and 
location of needed grain reserves. 

Looking back on World War Il 
and its problems, farmers might 
figure that moderate reserves for 
war would mean adding 500 mil- 
lion more bushels of corn and 700 
million more bushels of wheat. 

That would mean a total of 1,400 
million bushels in wheat reserves 
and 1,500 million bushels in corn 
reserves. 

In World War II, we used up 
reserves too fast and ran into some 
shortages later. It’s easy to pile up 
reserves, hard to figure souna 
ways of releasing grain on the 
market when it’s needed. 

It’s also hard to find a place to 
put 1,200 million extra bushels in 
a war reserve. Both problems wil 
get a lot of attention this year.

Hogs Like Comfort 


The Chicago stock yards is often de- 
scribed as a big hotel for livestock on 
its way to the butcher's block. 

And final hours have become so com- 


fortable for livestock there these days 
that it is actually putting on a lot of 
weight after arrival at market. 


This fact is born out in a study be- 
ing conducted by the Union Stock Yard 
and Transit Company of Chicago which 
shows that generous feed, water and 
care provided at market produces large 
weight gain in hogs. 

The study for the most recent month- 
ly period involved 81 loads of hogs. 
Sales weights were compared with 
weights made when hogs arrived in 
Chicago. 


It reveals an average gain of 4.40 
pounds a head for the 5,009 head of 
hogs in the tests. 

Seventy-two per cent of the lots 
showed weight gains of from three 
pounds to over six pounds per head. 

Another point brought out in the 
tests is that hogs shipped the longest 
distances showed the greatest amount 


of gain. Market officials point out that 
weight shrinkage, which is greatest in 
the first 50 miles of shipment, dimin- 
ishes to nothing after that—a fact 
brought out by Purdue University mar- 
ket researchers last year. 


Worms Kill Calves

Doctors from the University of Ili- 
nois’ college of veterinary medicine re- 
ported that tapeworms killed 19 of 79 
calves on one farm within six months. 
Another 42 calves in the same herd 
became seriously ill. 

Cause of the trouble was a relatively 
rare tapeworm called moniezia expansa. 
Attaching themselves inside the ani- 
digestive systems, the parasites 
competed with their victims for feed. 
Most calves ate “voraciously,” the in-

AUGUST usually brings some very 
hot weather, emphasizing need for 
water and shade. Most farmers have 
already provided adequate shade for 
their 1950 crop of hogs, but those who 
haven't can still benefit a lot by build- 
ing some sort of protection from the 
sun for their porkers. C. H. Van Vlack, 
of Ames, urges use of inerpensive, easy- 
o-make shelters by driving old posts in 
the ground, making a framework of 
oles and covering this framework with 
straw or brush. A shade four feet high 
and 12 feet square will accommodate 
about ten 200-pound shotes. 


VETERINARIANS remind us that 
even in the summer months, there’s 
danger of pneumonia for hogs. Summer 
pneumonia is caused largely by dusty, 
dirty sleeping quarters, or under hog 


shades. To avoid the danger of dust 
getting into pigs’ lungs, which usually 
results in coughing, but sometimes 
ends up in a lung inflammation, we 


urge thoro cleaning of quarters, and 
putting in ground corn cobs for bed- 
ding. If there’s dust under shades, 
sprinkle it with old oil.
